[rons Weaker overall production growth in the firet querter of the year 
was followed by etegnation of output in the quarter under review: Adjusted 
by calender end seasonal effects the reel gross netionel product ceased to 
increase by comparison to the previous querter, Due to the epecielly 
strong expansion of output ia the comperable period of lest year (besic ef- 
fect) and the celender-releted reduction in working deye (working dey ef- 
fect) in the querter under review, the level of the previous year wee ex- 
ceeded by only 1.5 percent, compared to 5.6 percent in the previous quer- 
ter, Computed for the firet helf of 1980, therefore, is @ 3.5 percent 
rete of increase--edjusted by price--in the grose netionel product. 


While output in the service sectore continued to expand, it declined quite 
noticeably in the goods producing end distributive sectors. Particulerly 
remarkeble was the deterioration in building construction end reteiling, 
where performance hed still been etrong in the previous querter. In pro- 
cessing industry the outetending losers were materials and production goods 
production. Cepacity utilizetion declined. 


Measured by the price index of the gross netionel product overell infletion 
hee definitely worsened. The epeed-up in the price increase of the ultima- 
te demand was aleo due to the pessing on of the sharp rise in import prices 
recorded in the previous quertere; in the querter under review, on the oth- 
er hend, imports were berely more expensive. The terms of trede ceased to 
deteriorate with regerd to the somewhat weaker rise in export prices. Al- 
together the defletioning factor--the price index for the grose netionel 
product--exceeded the level of the previous yeer by ebout 5 percent, com- 
pered to berely 4 percent in the firet quarter. The etetus of the firet 
half of 1979 was thereby exceeded by roughly 4.5 percent. Sessonelly ed- 
jueted overell price rises were eccompented by increases in wages costes 
per item,which were about twice es high. The reesson for this development 
is not to be sought in @ rise in actuel earnings--that rete did not chenge 
~~, but in the discrepancy between hours ectuelly worked end those paid: 

In terms of calender days the querter under review hed considerably fewer 
working hours eveileble for production, though the houre to be paid were 

















the same, Ae the difference between hours paid and hours actually worked 
could not be balanced by @ corresponding elee in efficiency, wages costes 
per item showed @ strong temporary ciee, and profite therefore declined, 


in the quarter under review equipment Lovestmente heve auain expanded 
slightly. Sinee the fall of 1979 the real investment level has remained 
about the seme, thie development hes disappotnted the general expectati .« 
for the firet half of 1980, The increase in the second quarter benefited 
mainly foreian suppliers, because real domestic turnover declined in the 
machine conatruction and electrical engineering industries (the most pro- 
minent Lavestment goode suppliers), Inflation did not increase with re- 
epect to the total of capital equipment. 


Following @ surprisingly etrong showing in the first quarter, construction 
investments have noticeably declined in the querter under review Presun- 
ably conatruction fleme have tended earlier than expected to adjust their 
operations to the weakening demand, because the length of time needed for 
working off order backlogs hae remained as long as before. Poor weather 

in June aleo exerted an adverse effect. Consequently the decline in output 
wae somewhat greater in underground construction which ia more dependent 

on the weather, The generally somewhat less favorable situation of the con- 
struction industry has had the result that the price increases usually fol- 
lowing the conclusion of etenderd wage negotiations have been comparatively 
slight. The level of the previous year was exceeded by almost 11 percent 
-=following 12 percent in the previous quarter--; the 15 percent rise in 
prices of road construction was the highest. 


In the firet quarter, due to @ substantial expansion of privete consumption, 
the real inventory rete (ratio of taventory to disposition of goods ex- 
cluding iaventory change) did not rise--deapite increased stockpiling of 
raw materiale. The querter under review, on the other hand, was typicel 

for this etage of the business cycle: The ioventory rate increased sharply 
because firme did not adjust quickly enough to declining turnovers. The 
result was en involuntery build-up of inventories in both industry end com. 
merce, 


In the firet quarter of thie year private consumption hed increase consider- 
ably, despite no more then « slight rise in disposable income (return o 
progressive tex aceles, lower rate of social security payment adjustrent,. 
Households hed feared large price increases, especially for furniture, do- 
meatic equipment and care, and therefore made anticipatory purchases in the 
early part of the year. Consequently retailers reported exceptionally low 
seles in the quarter under review, especially in the above sectors. Poor 
weather aleo caused « deterioration in the sales of clothing retailers. 

Once again sports goods and toys recorded favorable results. The speed-up 
of private consumption in the firet querter and the weakening of demand in 
the second are reflected in the development of savings. In the period under 
review savings rose despite the fect that disposable income continued to 
rise only slightly. In real terme thie represents « substantial curtailment 




















of consumption, because the coat of living again increased quite sharply: 
Whlle, io the average of thie quarter, seasonal goode and fuel ofl prices 
rose less chan before, prices of other goods and services increased at a 
faster rate, in addition to greater price increases for motor fuel, gas, 
electricity and tranaportatton=-«@ consequence of earlier ofl price inereases 
“above average rises were recorded for prices of footwear, cepaira of all 
kinda, and hotel and restaurant services, 


Ac the beginning of the year exporte had once again expanded atrongly (ad- 
juated by seasonal and calendar effects), deapite a weakening of the market, 
In the second quarter they begen to decline, Particularly affected were ex- 
porte of the products of the matertele and production goods industries and 
the consumer goode industries, which hed earlier expanded rather strongly. 
Products of the industries producing investment goods, on the other hand, 
maintained their export volumes at the level of the preceding quarter. Ser- 
vice exporte recorded a faster rate of growth in the period under review; 

@ major contributory factor here were higher earnings from returns on capi- 
tal. In general the volume of exports of goods and services atagneted in 
the second quarter. 


The expansion of goods imports slowed down in the period under review, con« 
sonant with overall business development. 


Though purchases of consumer and investment goods continued to rise, the 
total weakened due co declining importe of raw materials and semifinished 
goods, Services trporte which hed recorded @ particulerly high rete of ex- 
pansion in the previous querter ee the result of exceptionally lerge trans- 
fers of capitel earnings, declined this time so that, adjusted by price, 
totel imports ceased to expand. 





The external contribution remained unchanged in reel es well as nominel 
terms. Por the firet time since early 1979 the terme of trade failed to 
worsen in the quarter under review. Inflation slowed down by comparison to 
the previous quarter, with respect to exporte as well es (and even more so) 
to importe. Prices of raw materiel importe ere definitely softer now. 


Employers reacted to the worsening business situation by dismissing person- 
nel earlier and on @ lerger scale then expected. The work force was reduced 
in the period under review especially in the construction indust.y, com- 
merce and, ultimetely in industry eleo, although in the letter instance the 
early vecetions in North Rhine-Westphalia may have effected the situation. 
Unemployment rose at « faster rete. 


In the period under review the hours worked per employee declined notice- 
ably. Theat, however, was releted to calender days, not to business condi- 
tions: Daily working hours were berely curteiled. The edjustment to the 
changed economic situation was effected primerily by manpower cuts, not by 
cute in datly working hours (short-time). The explenation for this unex- 
pected attitude of the employers may be found in the great differences in 














the business development of the various industries at thia time; The loss 
of growth in overall bueiness terme Le concentrated on a few sectors, and 
the firme affected obviously assume that their market will continue soft 
for saome considerable time, 


Out Look 


In the course of the second quarter the change in the business climate was 
much more clearly defined in the development of the receipt of orders by 
processing industry than in output end turnover generally--dimensions which 
enter the quarterly overall account, In real terme the receipt of orders 
wae 4,1 percent lower in the average of April-June then in the corresponding 
period of the previous year, Compared to the firet quarter of thie year 
and seasonally adjusted, the decline in the level of demand in induetry 
amounted to 5 percent, This cyclicel deterioration arose from a reduction 
in foreign as well ae domestic demand, It reflects the poor economic situa- 
tion of important trade partoere (United Stetes, Britain, Itely), the re- 
strained ordere for stock and the unexpectedly early transition of the 
domestic inclination to invest toward a recessive stage, Though the decline 
in real domestic orders was decisively affected by the loss of demand for 
motor vehicles, it was not confined to the motor industry only but involved 
machine construction and the electrical engineering industry alao, that is 
industries which were able to record expansive domestic demand up to spring 
1980, The fall in the real receipt of orders for the construction industry 
is more than @ reaction to the surprisingly large placements of orders at 
the beginning of the year, Especially in regard to housing and road con- 
struction, the latest trend indicetes further cutbacks in output. 


The dimension of the decline in orders may exaggerate the actual economic 
trend, because short-term adverse influences contributed to the order ste- 
tistics, such as “anticipated” demand by privete consumption, the about-turn 
in orders for stock, the effecte of changing vacation dates in the Leender. 
However, this does not make the decline relative to en extent that we could 
assume a basically steble demand. 


In terms of the seasonally adjusted development of the national product this 
means that the level achieved in the second quarter is unlikely to be main- 
tained. Not that such a trend ie unexpected; it had been forecast by the 
economic research institutes leet fall and again in spring 1980. The preli- 
minery results now available for the first helf of 1980 confirm the accuracy 
of these forecasts. At this point it is therefore quite possible for a 

2.5 percent annual average growth in the real netional product to be achieved, 
such as forecast by the majority of the research tnetitutes. Thet, however, 
implies a shrinkage in the coming quarters; in the lest quarter of this 

year the level of the correspondin 1979 period is unlikely to be achieved. 


We can only guess how long the imminent decline in output will continue. 
Past trends show that such cyclical stages rerely lest more then # year, 
usually only 2-5 quarters. We must remember, though, thet the end of the 

















decline wae usually due to a sharp rise in foreign demand or to government 


measures, Left to their own devices, these cyclical stages would assuredly 
have been even more damaging, 


Generally apeaking the further business development in the second half o: 
1980 and all of 1981 may look rather Like the indication given in the 

araph by way of @ hypothetical development of the real gross national pro- 
duct, If the actual trend were to approximate thie curve, 1981, while in- 
deed # year of recovery, the average growth rate of the sociel product 

would remain lower than in 1980, in the region of zero to 2 percent, We 
would have to expect employment to decline until the letter part of the 
coming year; until then unemployment would be bound to rise. At the same 
time inflation would steadily weaken; in view of the poor world economic 
situation new and strong price pushes from abroad (which might disrupt the 
beginning price atabilization) are rather unlikely, In this connection the 
rate of price increases for private consumption will fall to about 5 percent 
until the end of this year by comparison to the previous year; next year in- 
flation may well decline further, 


dowever, ae in the past, the return of the economy to better conditions does 
resume the appropriate economic policy, It is much too risky to rely on a 
ufficiently strong revival of foreign demand, Growth and employment tar- 
gets must receive priority, The government orientation to budget consolida- 
tion and price stabilization excluetvely needs to be corrected. 


Admittedly, before and immediately after elections the scope of financial 
policy--at least at the level of the Federal Government--is rather slight. 
Decisions on additional state expenditure may not be expected. On the other 
hand the future course of taxation ise already set: On 1 January 1981 tex re- 
lief measures will take effect, which--from the aspect of market policy-- 
are coming at exactly the right time and will help toward recovery. It is 
debatable, on the other hand, whether the moneys which the government is 
willine to yield might not heve better expansive effects if made available 
in the shape of additional government expenditure and used to etebilize 
building production, Moreover, we must ask ourselves how many employees 
will in fact profit from the lower texes: If employment were to decline 
sharply in the immediste future, the expansive effect of these measures 
would be correspondingly reduced. Decisive for the tmportance of this er- 
gument will be the trend in the coming months. 





In view of the temporarily restricted scope of the Federal Government, 
Laender and municipelities should assume @ greater then usual role in market 
political responsibility with regerd to the development of public expendi- 
ture, especially on investments. Article 16 of the stability lew expressly 
provides for such # commitment. In practice it would mean that economic eid 
should be mobilized on such regional labor markets as show the greatest week - 
ness. The Federal Institution for Labor also could more resolutely use its 
tools to affect the lebor market. 











According to the recommendationa of the fiscal planning council the rlee in 
the expenditure of regional bodies in 1981 Le to be limited to 4 percent, 
This recommendation waa made before the overall economic decline waa ob- 
vious, In any case, confinement of the rise of public expenditure to this 
rate (which, in real terms, amounts to @ virtual lowering of expenditures) 
does not reapond to the economic situation of the coming year, This epplies 
especially with a view to the fact that the effects of tax reductions are 
atill quite uncertain, 


Monetary policy bears a good deal of responsibility for economic conditions, 
Certainly the rapid decline in ordera for residential buildings, eapecially 
also the early weakening in the enterprises inclination to invest, are 
linked to the unfavorable terms of borrowing now prevailing. Despite « 
certain easing these terme etill do not respond to economic necessities. 

In principle the Bundesbank is able to strengthen monetary expansion with- 
out mlesing its self-imposed target of @ Se8 percent growth in the central 
hank money volume, because the growth of the soney supply has up to now 
been in the lower half of the terget corridor, Of course che Bundesbank 's 
possibilities for responding to domestic economic requirements ere Limited 
by the necessity to finance the high current account deficit by way of net 
capitel imports. At the same time we should question whether the Bundesbank 
has really exhausted ite potentiel. Speaking against such an assumption 

are the recent net capitel accruals, which were greater than the current 
deficits in the current account, and so does the satisfaction of the Rundes- 
bank with the very weak growth of private consumption, for example.* 


Aleo variable ere the limits drawn for monetary policy by the foreign trade 
situation: The dilemma between domestic economic requirements and foreign 
trade needs could at least be eased if the Federal Government were to re- 
peat ⸗ maneuver it practiced successfully lest spring: To call in resources 
to finance the deficit in the federal budget in the form of direct loans 
from the OPEC countries. The terms of such loans might well be somewhat 
more favorable for the lenders than the terme prevailing on the domestic 
capital market. In that case it would be feasible at least temporerily-- 
possibly until we get general reductions in interest rates on the interna- 
tional markets--to allow scope for a further easing of monetary policy, in- 
cluding a reduction in lead-giving interest rates. Admittedly we would then 
have to expect «a certain real devaluation of the D-mark. That, however, 
would not be entirely bad, because it would strengthen the competitiveness 
of the enterprises, thereby providing en impetus to a reduction in the cur- 
rent account deficit.

[Text] Charles Fiterman explains that, according to 
his party, there can be no struggle for socialism 

in France without being associated with the "soctalist 
countries.” 


The leaders of the Communist Party obviously feel the 
need to give a better explanation of their strategy 

to their militants. It is, in any case, to this task 
that Charles Fiterman, No 2 man in the party hierarchy, 
applied himself in a long article published by 
L'HUMANITE. Fiterman explained in this article that 
the communist party has not given up the idea of coming 
to power, and the party, for that reason, is not waiting 
for a universal victory of “socialist forces." The 
importance given the need for a communit, of interests 
with the socialist countries shows that .ois key point 
of policy is of the highest priority for the French 
communists and is joined with a determination to weaken 
the Socialist Party as much as possible. 


"The Dots over the I." Under this somewhat modest title, because it only 
suggests the clarificacton of a point, Cherles Fiterman, member of the 
party's Secretariat (and unofficially No © man in the party) attempts 

to respond to tv cuestions raised by those who are concemed over com- 
munist strategy. 





After various statements by communist leaders, especially statements by 
Georges Marchais in which he declared on two separate occasions directly 
from Moscow his total solidarity with the Soviet Union, there were in 
fact many party militants who were dumbfounded. The importance given 
by the party's leadership to the need to choose sides might lead one to 














believe that selidarity with the “seeialist countries” takes preeedencs 
over tnternal peliey oblectives, tn plain language, the communist party 
wae waiting fer a seeialist vietery in Pranee and for 4 universal victory 
of seelaliet ferees, 


Charles Fiterman brought up thie analysis for the first time, officially, 

in L'WOMANTTE, “Right in the middle of the month of Auguat,” he wrote, 

‘a curious campaian developed around an idea that the communist party no 
longer wanted te gain power; it had decided to wait for the salvation of 

the Freneh workers to come to them from the victory of the sectaliet coun: 
ifies throughout the world.” We retortyd, however, "We want 4 change, we 
vant it se @uch that we propose te push it to socialism, a type of socialian 
responding to the traditions of our people, to the conditions in our country 
and our time,” 


With the continuity of communiet party etrategy thus reaffirmed, the 
party's Ne 2? man dwelle at length uwpen the problem of “the intermat ional 
eolidarity of the Prench workers with all the progressive an’ revolut lonary 
losers of the world, particularly with exteting socialint forces.” Soelid- 
arity ie tor him an “integral part” of the etruggle for a “French atyle 

of sectaliam” because the struggle is “indispensable to thwart the activi- 
ties of all capitaliat forces at the international level.” Once again 

one finde here the idea of the need to “choose sides” with the consequences 
that it implies: “These of us whe object to international solidarity and 
vho treat secialiet countries as the enemy, as Francoise Mitterrand has 
done, only point up their objections to the etruggle for socialian.” 
‘peaking plainiv--a@ pereen cannot be anticapitaliat and condemn Soviet 
polictes, This statement cannot be made without recalling the time when 
L'WUMANTTE printed “Anti-Sovietiem is Fveryone's Business”. 


That point made explicit, Charles Fiterman, true to the dialectical balance 
which traditionally characterizes communist declarations of position, 

immediately added: “Our conception of this solidarity that we have clearly 
formulated excludes 411 alignment, all notion of pattern. We are no one's 


man > 


And to be even more convincing, the communist party secretary stated: 
“Wietory has taught us and does not stop reminding use that the people's 
happiness cannot be brought about without them and even less against thee.” 
le there a need to point out that this unvielding position, written by 

th compuniet leader, concerns the situation in Frafice and not the situa- 
tion (9 Afghanistan? 


hor the remainder, Charles Fiterman, rising once again in protest against 
Francois Mitterrand, writes: “The present policy of the Socialist Party 
constitutes the main obstacle to change; it impedes the country's poli- 
tical evolution.” He concluded his article by explaining, without conm- 
mitting himself toc guch, that the presidential election fight will be 
a “great opportunity to move towards change” and that his Party “will do 








everything in ite power” to win, let te @ statement of principle that does 
not allow anyone te knew what the communiet party's behavior will be during 
the secondary presidential electiona should the sectaliat candidate take

NATIONAL POLICE RESEARCH CENTER ESTABLISHED 
Paris LE MONDE in French 30 Aug 60 p 6

[Text] The investigation of the kidnapping in Confolens 
(Charente Department) of Michel Maury-Laribiere, vice- 
president of the CNPF [National Council of French 
Employers}, on 28 June of thie year, made it possible 

for the police to run teste on the effectiveness of the 
improved gadgetry that put the police on the kidnappers’ 
trail, The Interior Ministry, however, hae refused to 
reveal the characteristice of the equipment making up the 
initial elements in the “new police's” panoply of hardware. 
This materia! will be brought out during the coming 
monthe, after a center for research and analysis is set 
up for the National Police, 


The government's concern for the security of French citizens has led Interior 
Minister Christian Bonnet to develop a plan for the modernization of police 
technological capabilities. This plan was announced in a recent Ministry of 
Interior Bulletin. During a meeting on 4 June of the Council of Ministers, 
Mr Bonnet announced the establishment of a Research and Analysis Center for 
the National Police, ae part of a multi-year equipment plan implemented in 
1980. It has now become official (see the JOURNAL OFFICIEL of 11 July). 


The Interior Ministry pointed out, however, that there was no question of 
creating a center out of nothing; on the contrary, it was the outcome of 
normal improvement of police methods and equipment and police force working 
conditions. 


Such a center proved nevertheless necessary for two reasons: criminals are 
constantly perfecting their technique; on the other hand, given the fact that 
technology is developing sore and more rapidly, it becomes a question of 
selecting hardware having the greatest operational potential. 














A\itotelive Mafiagement of police patfe’s, Chreugh the use of eleetfonicn, will 
make it possible to @onilor continuovely the movement of police vehleles 
during operations, Electronics ate also useful in the automation of tinger 
print information and ite storage, Such action removes the need for tedious

PALLIG GOVERNMENT STATUS ASSESSED

[Text! All the parties of the opposition have been 
of the opinion (with differing variations of nuance 
and regardiess of their phraseological coloration) 
that it is essential to support and validate the 
premiership of Mr Rallis. The direct result of this 
policy has been that the new premier has acquired a 
distinctive personal political immunity, similar to 
that which Karamanlis enjoyed over the last 6 years. 
And this must be regarded as an important tactical 
success on the par* of Rallis. 


A few daye ago, the end was reached of the first } months since the 
swearing in of the government of G. Rallis. This is a period of time 
which permite ue to draw certain conclusions about the effectiveness, 
the objective opportunities, and the intentions of the new government, 
while it also provides the framework for formulating predictions at 
least in connection with the ismediate future. 


Of course, an interval of only 3 months is not thought to be adequate 
for assessing the rule of any form of government. But this is not the 
case for the Rallis administration, inasmuch as: 





4. Tt constitutes 4 continuation of the Karamanlis administrations, and 


b. The time which in any case it has left to it is so limited that these 
‘ monthe amount to an appreciable fraction of the administration's total 
term of office, even supposing the margins of time allowed by the Consti- 
tution are used to the utmost limit. 


A. Temperance and Expectation 


The general impression which the government of G. Rallis is leaving among 
the people leads to the creation of the image of a caretaker-type of 
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qgovernment==that is, of @ mere transactor of current business, And this 
is not merely because it has left to it only a limited time until the 
eleetions, but alee because: 


1, The government's features are such that they do not give rise te 
atrong feelings (enthusiasms among its followers or sharp reactions from 
ite adversaries), 


2. The leadership stature of Rallis is not yet regarded as unquestionable, 
and 


1. A climate of expectation is being cultivated by all the parties. 


The parties of the opposition believe that they are being benefited by 
the caretaker “profile” of the present government, so that they are not 
preseing energetically for a solution to pending issues. Because it 
cannot be doubted that despite the fact that the present “framework” (the 
relations between government-opposition and Chamber of Deput iea-popular 
will) hae all the formal elements of legitimacy, nevertheless this does 
not keep it from being a situation which is politically counterfeit or 
even by the nature of things out of touch with reality--something which 
will have to lead soon to its clarification. 


The curious thing about this matter (but it is not at all inexplicable) 
in that the same attitude of expectation characterizes also the govern- 
ment officials, in that their conerete acts, the pace and tone of their 
work, and perhaps more importantly their particular failures to act are 
all distinguished by the same distinctive “caretaker” form, with an al- 
mont total lack of political coloration. 


The temperate political climate which the new premier has tried to 
institute with the assuming of his duties has met with a ‘avorable re- 
ception from all of the democratic opposition (the exception of Mr Zigdins 
doen net change the picture), the chief factor in this being the adopt ina 
of this “temperance” by the official opposition. Thus, at this stage at 
leant, it is very hard to find fault with either the ND |New Democracy 
Party] or PASOK [Panhellenic Socialist Movement) for being inclined to 
create a manifestly polarizing atmosphere. This attitude is considered 
to be all the more noteworthy since neither Rallis nor Papandreou seems 
Lo be moeting with unanimous inner-party approval for this policy of 
theirs. 





And thete is something more. All the parties of the opposition have 
been of the opinion (with different variations of nuance and regardless 
of the essential phraseological coloration) that it is necessary to 
support and ratify the premiership of G. Rallis. 


An immediate consequence of this policy has been that the premier has 


acquired a distinctive personal political immunity, similar to that 
which was enjoyed by K. Karamanlis during the last 6 years. This 
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“immunity” i6 being extended also to the way he is treated by the 
oppesition press, which is blaming the ministers, the deputies, the 
officials, and the “environment” for everything, but almost never the 
premier himself, Surely this is an important tactical success for G, 
Rallis, much more so since, Objectively speaking, he lacks the “assets” 
or even the experience of his predecessor, 


A second natural consequence of the acceptance of this “temperance” by 
the democratic opposition is the fact that the present government, and 
especially the premier, are not arousing any strong opposition among the 
democratic elements of the people. And this is the case even though they 
have not introduced any new, more popular policy. With exactly the same 
individuals, with almost the same political line in 411 sectors of acti-~- 
vity, &. Rallies has managed to present sufficiently dissimilar (more 
polished but also more neutral) government features. 


The new premier alone can lay claim to being responsible for this image, 
whereas the ministers have been obliged--for the present--to follow along. 
Certain sporadic “cries from hawks” have not managed to do anything but 
underline the different situation. 


It has been written that with the speech of A. Papandreow to the Central 
Committee of PAGOK, and with that of G. Rallis in the offices of the ND 
on the anniversary of the restoration of democracy, the death certificate 
of this “temperance” was signed bilaterally--that is, the ending of the 
honeymoon in the relations between the government and the official oppo- 
sition. The causes of this have been ascribed to inner-party pressures. 
Although it cannot be denied that in fact there have been such signs, 
nevertheless the relations between the government and the democratic 
opposition as a whole continue to be characterized by politeness of 
behavior. 


What we could predict with certainty is the commencement of a period of 
sharper relations beginning this autumn; however, not only is it diffi- 
cult to judge what its intensity will be (whether it will be Limited to 
verbal recriminations, or will be accompanied also by working-class and 
civil agitations), but moreover ite nature will depend on a number of 
factors (of domestic and external concern). 


&. Liberalism and Revisions of Boonomic Policy 


The sector where a substantial--sensational, one might say--change in 
direction has been seen with the assumption by the new government of its 
duties is the economic sector. It is not, of course, on account of any 
radicalness of the new measures that this change in direction can be 
characterized as sensational, but rather because of the sensation-causing 
fact that in such a short period of time a whole series of economic mea- 
sures have been instituted, implemented, revoked, and replaced by the 
same political faction. A fixed trait of the Greek Right is to revise, 
almost to exorcise, many of the decisions which it itself had announced 
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with drum=beatings and -«lebrations, a very short time after their imple= 
mentation and of couree even before their effectiveness has been checked 
out and confirmed; for this purpose, a changing of the individuals in 
charge of the appropriate ministries is enough, 


The economic policy which the pair of Boutos-fvert introduced has been 
characteriged as more liberal. This characterization, without being 
unjust, is nevertheless misleading. And this is because no effort has 
been made=--not even by the opposition==-to explain to the people that 
liberalism in the economic sector is synonymous with opposition to 
popular interests and social interests, and with supporting the interests 
of big capital. 


hecently, the assertion has been propounded that thanks to the new mea- 
sures, elements of an economic recovery have already been seen--something 
which is interpreted to mean that the capitalists have regained courage 
for investment activity. Sut regardless of the accuracy of this asser~ 
tion, it is clear that there is no room here for impressive results, 
seeing that the minimal time which is left before the unpredictable 
outeome of the elections discourages any serious initiative in the sphere 
of economic activity. 


And thus the only thing we have left out of all this commotion is merely 
a strengthening of the impression that the Greek Right, utterly lacking 
@ political philosophy, is not deciding its actions on the basis of a 
specific ideological code, but is dealing with political questions and 
acting according to the principle of the inspirations of those in charge 
on each occasion. 


In the remaining sectors--other than the economic sector--affairs are 
following the path which was charted by the Karamanlis governments. One 
could, perhaps, note a certain increased display of interest in the agri- 
eultural sector, with the window-dressing innovations here (Farmers' 
Chamber, and so forth) by Ath. Kanellopoulos, which are expected to be 
intensified as the date of the elections approaches, given that the agri- 
cultural class still constitutes a valuable reservoir for the Right in 
its soliciting of votes. 


Aleo, the relative mitigating of the “harshness” with which the Ministry 
of Public Order under Minister Balkos has been conducting itself has not 
passed unnoticed. 


A short time ago, the impression developed that Rallis desires to enter 
to his own credit a recognition of the National Resistance. The occasion 
for this was above all the presence of the president of the Chamber of 
Deputies at the ceremonies for the lowering of the German flag from the 
Akropolis. Despite these initial indications, for the time being this 
has not been followed up on. 











furthermore, | is worth remembering that by order of the premier, the 
"tough" rules of order of the Chamber of Deputies are being treated with 
a certain degree of flexibility, while the more frequent participation 
of the premier himself in the proceedings of this body is underlining 
his intention to impart and project a new, somewhat more parliamentary 
character for his faetion. 


In the foreign sector, no substantial change from the line of the Kara- 
manlis administrations has been seen, despite the fact that the certainly 
more “accommodating” diplomatic style of Mitsotakis, at least in relation 
to the predecessor of the present premier, has not passed unnoticed, 


CC. Possibilities That the “Line” of Rallis Will Prevail 


It is believed that G. Rallis represents and expresses the “progressive,” 
the Liberal wing of the ND, or in other words the urbane, Buropean Right. 
Thies is that portion of the conservative world which has positively made 
use of both the experiences of the recent dictatorship and also the 
international readjustments in the years which have passed. It is 
further believed that he is following in the footsteps of those Buropean 
political leaders who are aiming at the political independence of Burope 
vis-a-vis the American element. 


These qualities which are ascribed to the premier--and which are inferred 
from the evidence of his writing during his recent personal history and 
aiso from his demonstrated faith in the post-Paris features of Karaman- 
lis--make up the factors on which the democratic opposition relied in 
consenting with ease to his premiership, in contradistinction at least 

to the option of electing his NATO-supporting and inflexible inner-party 
rival as leader of the Right. 


The question which arises from here on out is to what extent will Rallis 
succeed in “passing on” hie liberal line to the party which he is leading. 


The very small majority with which he was elected to the leadership of 
the ND, as well as his powerful--and uncompromising--party “opposite 
number,” are factore already giving rise to many deliberations, many 
doubts, and an understandable concern about possible developments. 


G. Rallis is « ekilled politician. We knows the rules of the game very 
well, especially at the party level. He has already managed to bring 
over to his side a large part of the Averof strength in the ND, both on 
4 parliamentary level and also within the ranks of the party bureaucracy. 
And he has done this without being obliged to move away from any of the 
positions which he supports. 


Tt has not gone unnoticed that in the personal advisory organ which the 
new premier created, he has included a number of officers of centrist 
origin (Lykourezos, Voukelatos, Vasilatos), with there not being any 
signe that he is troubled by the undisgquised dissatisfaction of the 

















videhkight machinery, which regarded the above appointments as an affront, 
iis acceptance is growing more rapid as time passes, while it seems that 
Averof--at least at this stage=-is being stripped more and more of party 
supporters, 


hut notwithstanding that the present conditions can be characterised as 
anything but favorable for the plans and ambitions of Averof, it is 
known that the minister of national defense not only is not capitulating, 
but on the contrary is biding his time. Moreover, he does not miss any 
chance to reveal, practically to trumpet, his intentions. 


Hut what can Averof really look forward to? Just the outcome of the 
elections, for the most part. We believes that if the popular will does 
not express itself in favor of the ND--especially if it is very adverse-- 
then ipso facto the issue will arise of leadership, and he himself is the 
one who will be called to come to the rescue of the endangered national- 
ism. 


The liberal wing of the conservative faction which Rallis represents has 
significant advantages today. It is based on an existing political man- 
power at all levels: Among the deputies, among the officials, and above 
all in a significant portion of the followers or potential followers of 
the ND. And for this reason the chances of its acceptance appear to be 
increased. 


Tt should not be forgotten that in the 1964-1967 period, when the leader 
of the ERE [National Radical Union] was P. Kanellopoulos--an intellectual 
personality who was well informed and above all capable of renovation and 
progressive revisions--in the same period the ERE took some of the most 
reactionary political steps in the history of the Greek Right. And this 
was because P. Kanellopoulos found himself politically hanging in the air. 
He could not “touch ground” on existing political manpower. The deputies 
did not have confidence in him. The rightist press used to undermine him. 
The adherents of the party considered him to be a lieutenant of their 
natural leader. At the sessions of the ERE's KO [Parliamentary Group), 
most of the deputies waited to hear the opinion of P. Pipinelis, consid- 
ered to be the bearer of the policy of the King's palace or of K. Papa- 
konstandinou, who was the confidant of the ERE's founder. P. Kanellopou- 
los always was and remained a foreign body for the Greek Right, at least 
at that period. 


Today, G. Rallis finds himself in a much more favorable position. He 
relies--as was mentioned above--on an existing and adequately powerful 
political manpower. Moreover, the changes which the passing seasons have 
brought favor his own intrinsically conservative movement, as does the 
period we are now in. 


The big question is whether the personality of the current premier is 
adequate to defend and promote this line. 
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Karamaniis would have bee able to impose such a line. Rallis will have 
to make headway step by st.,. 


It is noted by many people--and grounds for this view are not lacking-- 
that in the time period which has elapsed from his election until today 
he has not managed to persuade many that he has those leadership quali- 
fications which would enable him to look after the interests of his 
faction with skill, especially when the opposing camp is being led and 
inapired by the charismatic personality of A. Papandreou. 


It has become obvious already that in his public speeches he is not able 
to win over=-let alone inspire--his listeners. The proper tone and em- 
phasis are completely missing from his words. Moreover, even the sub- 
stance of his statements lacks meaningful organization and structure. 


And of course it is well known how much these--however superficial-- 
talents pay off for a political leader in our country even today. 


Db. The Uncertain Future 


it is quite clear that the ND is contemplating the outlook of the elec- 
tions with apprehension, given that for the first time since the change 
of government not only is it not certain of success in forming a stable 
government, but it is considered very possible that it will even lose 
first place. 


In any case, whereas the politically appointed officials of the ND are 
not hiding their very great anxiety about the elections--an agony which 
in intensified by the uncertainty about their personal fate--nevertheless 
the officials heading the machinery of the governing party appear to be 
very optimistic, basing their hopes on a number of arguments, as follows: 





i. The gap between the ND and PASOK as given by the 1977 data is so 
large (42 percent versus 25 percent) that it will be very difficult to 
close this gap, and even more difficult for it to go the other way. 
Whereas nobody disputes the significant advance made by the official 
opposition, nevertheless the ND and PASOK will have to lose and gain, 
respectively, a very great share of the popular vote for the order of 
ranking in terms of parliamentary representation to be changed, much 
more so since in accordance with the post-dictatorial tradition, most 
probably a government under G. Rallis will be holding the elections. 


2. The extreme Right finds itself in a state of disruption as a party, 
since only two deputies are left who belong to the EP [National Array], 
and moreover since 1977 it has not managed to cause serious trouble to 
the government and to thus vindicate itself to its followers. On the 
other hand, Markezinis has not yet managed (nor is it probable that he 
will succeed up to the very end) to remove his identification with the 
whole of the extreme rightists, royalists, junta elements, and so forth. 
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Certainly the ND hopes that it will benefit from the distress of the 
extreme Right as a faction, 


!, In any case, the 12 percent of the votes going to the Center Party in 
1977 is available for distribution, something of which=--even if PASOK 
wins the lion's share--is expected to go to the ND, so that the decrease 
in its voter strength should not be marked by sensational numbers. 


In other words, given the present facts of the Greek geography of 
parties, the two large parties are hoping that they will divide up about 
80 percent of the total votes of the Greek people, in such a way that 
even if the ND has suffered serious losses from its primary mainstream 
of voters, these losses will not register in the outcome of the ballot- 
box. 


4. Finally, the optimists o1 the ND are hoping that with the opportuni- 
ties for openings and concessions which will be offered at the commence- 
ment of effectiveness of the agreement on union with the EPC beginning 
in January 1981, they will manage at the 12th hour to heal some of the 
wounds which were caused in recent years by the “social” policy of the 
administrations of the Right. 


However, how much weight the above factors will carry with respect to 
the outcome of the elections is uncertain, and in any case it is rather 
premature to assess this. What is considered certain is that for the 
Greek Right, almost everything will be decided by the coming elections. 


The sanctioning or the changing of its leadership, its cohesion or 
dissolution, and its ideological identity (liberalization or stiffening). 


But of course, come what may the elections which are coming will settle 
also a number of “unresolved questions” of more general concern, such 
as the disappearance from the political limelight of party organizations 
which now exist, the creation of new forms, the possibility that a pro- 
cess of the formation of coalition governments will begin, the changing 
of the electoral system, and so forth.

PASOK CHATRMAN'S STATEMENTS IN CORFU ANALYZED 
Athens ELEVTHEROS KOSMOS in Greek 26 Aug 80 pp 1, 8 


|foxt]) PASOK [Panhellenic Socialist Movement) and its chairman, A. 
Papandreou, have issued a proclamation of totalitarianism and have under- 
taken a call to arms for a politics of force, on the occasion of the five- 
membered Kerkyra [Corfu] conference. After maintaining that Greece is 
under foreign domination and needs national liberation, the leader of the 
official opposition persisted in the view above all that “a parliamentary 
majority is not enough" for the implementation of PASOK's program, adding 
that it will create organs “which can give voice to the rank and file," 
so that “they will never be able to take this rank and file from us 
again.” Mr Papandreou tried to legitimize this totalitarian line of his 
as democratic before the Greek public, via the southern European social- 
ists--a line which should be examined in conjunction with his theory, 
formulated 6 years ago, concerninoe the organizing of illegal groups 
which would be active after the elections. The country now finds itself 
facing a concrete threat against its freedoms, and this is the major 
political problem at this moment--a problem which has been created by 

the mistakes, the indifference, or the indulgence of the administrations 
of the New Democracy Party. The question is whether a few months from 
now the Greek people will be proceeding to vote for the last time. 


The Ramblings of the “Movement” 


The meeting between the four European socialist parties and PASOK at 
Kerkyra (between 20 and 21 August) was praised especially highly by A. 
Papandreou as an event of equal political significance as 3 September 
1974, a day his party was officially founded. Mr Papandreou stated in 
this connection: “There is a great date in the struggle of our popular 
movement, which is 3 September. I believe sincerely that today the 
foundation has been laid for a new day of greatness: The meeting in 
Kerkyra of the socialist parties of southern Europe.” 


Through these not haphazardly chosen words, Papandreou did not conceal 
the fact that he is aiming at the legitimization of PASOK a: a democratic 
party, by way of the Buropean socialists, both in the West and also among 
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the Greek people, The judgment has been, and evidently it has proved 
true, that his former political and ideological wanderings in northe: 
Africa and the Middle Bast, the agreements on inter=party cooperation 
with the Arab Ba'ath, and th convening of a "Mediterranean Socialist 
Conference” on a permanent basis jointly with the “movement” of Colone] 
(athati have not contributed as much as was expected to domestically 
promete PASOK as a party, while at the same time they have strengthened 
the existing indications and the suspicions of many people about the 
totalitarian orientation of PASOK. 


Abrupt Change of Tactics 


In view of the approaching elections, Papandreou has changed tactics 
abruptly, his objective being the simultaneous misleading of the European 
socialist parties and the Greek electorate. PASOK and he stopped calling 
the Secialist International an organ of imperialism and labeling the 
German Social Democratic Party as a representative of American militarists 
in Burope! And they agreed to the Kerkyra dialog with the three vice 
chairmen of the Socialist International, Soares, Gonzales, and (Kraxi), 

as well as with Mr (Erny), the representative of its other vice chairman, 
Mr Mitterrand. The geographical characterization of the origin of the 
vice chairmen and the activity of their parties (southern Europe) does 

not dispel the impression being created about inconsistencies on the part 
of PASOK both vis-a-vis the Europeans and vis-a-vis the Greek people, 
which are becoming a part of its election campaign. Its aim was merely 
sensationalism, despite the existence of serious political and ideological 
differences, which were confirmed at Kerkyra. 


Discrepancies and Disagreements 


The Ttalians and the French voiced support for the EEC. The Spaniards 
ind the Portuguese expressed their desire to become members of this body. 
Papandreou repeated his well-known positions against the EEC, but...he 
committed himself to supporting the applications on the accession of 
Spain and Portugal!! 


The Italians, the French, and the Portuguese supported NATO. Papandreou 
did not hide the tact that he intends to withdraw Greece unconditionally 
from it--to not leave the foreign policy of the Karamanlis government 
only half-finished. And Gonzales, who regards Spain as safequarded by 
the American bases there, does not consider the participation of his 
country in the Atlantic Alliance to be necessary. 


The National Issues 


And there were also serious differences on the other issues which were 
discussed. Papandreov was Grawn into expressing his solidarity with the 
striking workers of Poland, while to keep itself from falling apart alto- 
gether, this “pentapartite” group was obliged to make an insignificant-- 
for the invadere--statement on Afghanistan. Finally, complete confusion 
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reigned with Feapeet te the Greek national issues, because of the way in 
which they were framed by Papandreou, And this was the case to such a 
degree that no reference was made to the Aegean at all, because otherwise, 
eaid Gengales, “we would have been intervening in the domestic affairs of 
Greeee"!t And in order to avoid embarrassing Mr Beevit--whe became a 
member of the socialist International because PASOK did not object, 
although sueh an objection could have had positive resulte=-the prolonged 
Turkish military oecupation of northern Cyprus was not condemned, “Until 
Papandreow enlightened us, we were completely in the dark,” stated Gonsa~ 
les. And this iqnerance remained just as dark as before. 


Hysterical Bloganeering 


Moawhite, the Kerkyra Meeting was conducted and concluded with a hyster= 
ical and neurctic sloganeering on the part of PASOK, which ought to have 
reminded (Kraxi) and Gengales of other times. The front-page headline of 
PASOK's journalistic organ of last Saturday is characteristic: “Power 
Politics in Seuthern Purope.” Papandreou set the tone, in that he re- 
joatedly proclaimed that the election battles of the socialists should 
not be chose which are customary in the parliamentary democracies, but 
should be a struggle of national liberation, as if in Greece and the four 
other countries which were represented at Kerkyra the status quo is that 
of existing under a foreign yoke or being a dependency! The leader of 
PSOK went much further. Specifically, he said: 


"It would be 4 mistake for us to believe even for 4 moment, in view of 

the bitter experiences of our homeland over many years, that a parliamen- 
tory majority is erough for us to consolidate the sovereignty of the 
people, for us to shane off the chains which have been forced on us by 

the foreiqn clement--which of course is manifested by America and NATO 
today. Struggle and patience will be needed, and the message to our 
jeople in the elections which are coming is a message of military service. 
Their vote is not enough--whenever it may come, we will need their own 
militant presence at every stage of our struggle. 


“for us, @ parliamentary majority is not enough. The changes which we 
met make in Greece are great ones and will require radical surgery. 
They are fot going to be made in one day. The first stage will be the 
consolidation of popular sovereignty, decentralization, the creation of 
organs for giving expression to the popular will, the rank and file-- 
something which they will never be able to take from us again.” 


Proclamation of Totalitarianisa 


"Meseage of military service...” And organizing of the power in such a 
way that “they will newer be able to take it from us again,” stressed 
Papandreou. But in democracies, the sovereign people “give and take 
back,” according to their free will, the governments and the parliamen- 
tery majorities. It is certain that Papandreow had in mind the plans 














which he publicly set forth in Parise in April 1974 and which were re jected 
by) the Bureopean socialist parties a8 totalitarian and dictatorial, Papan= 
dreou did net conceal, and up te few has never refuted or disavowed, the 
following: 


"The electoral vietery of the Left is net the assuming of power. You 
enter inte the ministerial office buildings, and then what? You still 
have to capture the administration away from the people whe guard it and 
who resert te violence,..,.We should keep in @ind that this conflict is 
inevitable and that we must prepare ourselves for it now, from thie moment 
on, Towediately we must form illegal action groups, capable of withstand 
ing the violence of the bourgeois power and able to enforce the legitimate 
authority of the government. This cause is fot one which can be organised 
within a few days, We need years in order to construct illegal resistance 
networks, We must make use of autonomous means of communication, of 
Giving leadership on many levels, people who are trained and resolute....” 


The Post-Bleetion Coup 


The program of A, Papandreou is clear. After his assumed electoral 
victory, if the people give him the majority he does not intend to 
exercise power by way of the parliament and in accordance with the 
Constitution and the laws. “The illegal action groups” will be set in 
motion immediately, in order to give permanency to the power of the 
“movement” through the abolition of the democratic parliamentary system 
of government. We can astess this totalitarian theory in terms of ail 
the dramatic consequences which it is likely to have for our country if 
we take into consideration a view expressed by the leader of the Communist 
Party of Italy, Mr Berlinguer. On being asked by a journalist about what 
would happen in the event that his party were to collect 5) percent of the 
votes, he had given the following anewer: “You cannot govern 4 country 
against the will of almost half of ite population...." The leader of 
PASOK has the solution of the “illegal action groups” for the imposition 
of a coup following the verdict of the people, even assuming that this 
verdict is favorable to it. And it is natural to pose the question of 
whether Papandreou has made certain preparations for the implementation 
of this theory of his, formulated just 6 years ago. The future of our 
country and of ite parliamentary institutions depends on the answer to 
this question and on the essential investigation by responsible parties. 
And many people are worried that his threate from Kerkyra are a part of 
'.68 plan for 4@ post-election coup as he set it forth in the French 
periodical. Wow should this situation of a threstening danger be dealt 
with?

Prof (Reymond Aron) says: “The constitutional sulti-party system of 
government has the right to outlaw any party which does not observe the

No matter how great the prejudice against and how false many impressions 
of the midget state aay be, the fact that there are approximately twice as 
many mailbox (irme ae there are inhabitants, and that these companies 
serving the international financial market represent an essential pillar 
of the state's budget and of Liechtenstein's economic strength, cannot be 
denied.

GOVERNMENT TO BACK LIQUEFIED NATURAL GAS TANKER 
The Hague ALGEMEEN NEDERLANDS PERSBUREAU in English 8 Sep 80 p 1 


[Text] The Hague, September 8--A government committee of inquiry has 
recommended the development with government aid of a revolutionary 
liquefied natural gas (LNG) tanker designed by retired Dutch shipbuilder 
Cornelis Verolme and his Rotterdam Naval Project Development Company. 


In a report presented to Economics Minister Gijs van Aardenne, the 
committee described the design’ as ‘a good and valuable basic design’ 
and warned the government to make sure it is not lost abroad. 





The committee. chaired by Mr K. Fibbe, spent 10 months looking into the 
merits of the design and its market potential. Its main recommendations 
are that the government should: 


-=promote that the tanker design is retained in the Netherlands to be 
fully developed and to see, if possible, to the production of a prototype 
in the Netherlands; 


--ensure that the design is made ‘contract ripe’ by a suitable Dutch 
organization; 


~=take all the necessary steps to ensure that the entire design, or 
failing this, the key components, are protected against imitation by 
foreign companies; 


--create opportunities and support activities which could lead to the 
commercial exploitation of the design giving priority to the actual 
construction of Verolme tankers and of its LNG containment system in 
the Netherlands. 


Safer and Bigger 


In a summary of its findings released by the Economics Ministry the 
committee said the Verolme tanker was safer than conventional LNC tankers 
and could be built to carry up to 300,000 cubic metres of gas. 


Conventional tankers carry up to 135,000 cubic metres of gas and the 
committee has its doubts ebout the feasibility of having such tankers 
built to carry considerably more than this volume.

prospects for a growing demand for LNG tankers, particularly bigger

In the light of expectations cherished about future demand for sophiaticat- 
ed coal carriers, the committee did not entirely rule out o recovery of 

the ailing Dutch big shipbuilding industry. The report said the cost of 
developing the tanker was estimated at five million guilders.

LIBERALS CALL FOR NATO EXPANSION

[Text]! PEnechede, September 8-The Liberal VVD party, at the end of a 
two-day congress here on Saturday, called for an expansion of the 

North Atlantic Treaty Organisation Nato in terme of geography and member~ 
ship. 


Congress adopted a resolution saying that the (maritime) taske of Nato 
should be extended beyond the existing treaty area and that Spain's 
admission wae ‘urgently desired. ' 


Congress agreed with applause that both points should be incorporated 
in the Liberal VVD party's manifesto for the next general elections 
scheduled for May 1981. 


On the question of nuclear arme it was decided to incorporate in the 
manifesto 4 passage saying that modern conventional armament is to he 
preferred but ‘that it is necessary to dispose of nuclear arms, wher. ver

By only a narrow margin of 490 votes to 438 congress decided to include 
in the manifesto a passage which does not rule out military conscription 
for women but which opposes the introduction of alternative forms of 
conec ription. 


Nuclear Energy 


Parlier congress conditionally came out in favour of nuclear energy by 
adopting a resolution which said that ‘a nuclear power station may be 
necessary to provide energy. If this is the case it must be possible to 
build one.’ 


The resolution also laid down that studies to help solve the problems 
inherent in nuclear energy should be continued and that decision-makers 
should take into account the outcome of a broadly-based public debate 
to be held on the issue. 








The decisions to be ultimately taken should furthermore depend on the 
measure in which the exiating safety, waste disposal and storage problema 
of radioactive material are solved,

ULLSTEN AT PARTY CONGRESS FAILS TO CREATE ‘LIBERAL PROFLLE' 
HWelainki HUFVUDSTADSBLADET in Swedish 26 Aug 80 p 2 
[Editorial by Henrik von Bonsdorff ) 


[Text] Ola Ulleten discussed with hie party at a meeting 
in Umea the possibilities of overcoming the crisis which 
they find themselves in. Any revolutionary change in 

the Liberal Party's general policy, however, can hardly 
be detected as yet. But Ullsten hinted, particularly 

in a List of government agenda, at future disagreements 
with his government colleagues. It will be interesting 
to see how the bourgeois profile takes shape after that 
confrontation. Concerning whether this will ever happen 
or not, Henrik von Bonsdorff writes. 


The vice prime minister and leader of the minority party in Sweden, Ola 
Ullsten, collected his Liberal Party members for a yearly muster last 
weekend in a belated national convention in Umea. The grand occasion took 
place this time after a delay of many months, after the original schedule 
was upset by the dramatic salary conflict of last spring. And so it 
happened that--unintentionally, one might suspect--the convention took 
place on the threshhold of the big value added tax battle between the 
government and the opposition which came up when this extraordinary parlia- 
ment opened yesterday in Stockholm. 


This has perhaps helped to draw more attention than normal to this parti- 
cular party convention, let alone the fact that the party, with its posi- 
tion in Swedish politics today in mind, had its own interests to look 
out for as well. At any rate, Ulleten and his party had to contend with 
previous publicity in the press concerning the party's entire plan of 
action. The publicity wasn't very impressive as to quantity, but the 
qualitative content, however, from Ola Ullsten's point of view, might be 
seen as somewhat suspicious. 


The Liberal Party--a party with anemia. Question mark (Liberal Party?). 
Pathetic liberals’ empty meetings. Is the Liberal Party necessary? These 
are flowers plucked from the journalistic garden which give a clear in- 
timation of the tone of the commentaries--by bourgeois and socialist 
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commentators alike. And what ie worse--thie ian't just a matter of mud- 
slinging which notoriously illewilled political opponents have been coming 
up with. The Liberal Party is in a serious crisis. 


There are no two opinions about the fact that the party's godfather Ullsaten 
and his people were extraordinarily well informed of this “unpleasant” 
state of affaira when they met in Umea, It is likewise clear that the 
meeting was inspired by a desire to do something, to admit mistakes and 
correct them, to find some--preferably miraculous--way to give the party 
back some of that drawing power in elections which could help it out of 

the popularity slump which it is presently stuck in. Strictly speaking, 
the gloomy background accompaniment of the presse must have further streng- 
thened and determined that desire, inapired a passionate resolution to give 
a definitive answer which would show that our Liberal Party is still alive 
and kicking. 


But desire alone is not enough, one must have capability. And that second 
criterion is obviously harder to live up to. A recurring theme in the 
criticism of today's Liberal Party is that it somehow has gambled away 

ite liberal heritage, or that it at least has been unsuccessful in finding 
the right methods, the fresh formulations which could spread the message 
to the voters. 





Bertil Ohlin's ghost was invoked in the Umea meeting more often than has 
been the case for a lone time. This legendary leader of the opposition 
during the postwar decade mastered the skill of keeping the Liberals united, 
of playing the role of the policy magnet which developed in the leader- 
ship of the Liberal Party. Since the time when he laid aside his mantle 

in the mid-sixties, leadership changes have been frequent in the Liberal 
Party. But they haven't been able to stop the party's downhill slide. 


One explanation which has often been resorted to in connection with this 
is the heavy wear and tear the Liberal Party's profile suffered during the 
bourgeois cooperative bloc, not least during its years of government 
participation. The Liberal Party needs, as the third party, to insure a 
bourgeois majority. The economic developments at the close of the seven- 
ties have, in the meantime, not opened up any opportunities for fat popu- 
larity points in support of more government power for the party. Rather 
the opposite. And also, the Liberal Party has often been blamed for the 
sorts of policies which its partners in coalition have produced. Without 
any reasonable factual reason, as they say. 


But what should we say about the golden parenthesis, that time when Ullsten 
and his party alone held the reins in the Government Office Building? 

That led, as the party's godfather also recounts, to unanticipated, though 
short-term, heights of popularity for the Liberal Party. But things be- 
came serious with the election of barely a year ago. Then the party 

came down to earth again, as is apparent. And there it continues to stay.

They think now in the Social Democratic camp that Ullaten forfeited his 
chance by not breaking the boundary o. the bloc and going together with 
Palme after the fall of the first Palldin government. But is it really 
true that he would have found it any easier to keep his profile behind 
Olof Palme's? Hardly. 





In Umea Ullaten also presented as a party matter the “drawing of strict 
boundaries”, as in Ohlin's time, against both rightiat and leftist policies. 
Now it was not the intention that this national convention would accomplish 
the heart and kidney reform which will give the party its new shape. 

That accomplishment will not be achieved until a year from now. 


But, at the same time, something concrete about these boundary lines 

ought to have been already stated by now, or else it could be too late. 
Ulleten also indicated his opposition to Social Democracy by taking excep- 
tion to its attempts for continual development of socialized bureaucracy, 
and therefore increased concentration of power among the politicians. 
Similarly, he condemned the idea of salary funds in combination with pro- 
fessional collective ownership--that would involve a threat against the 
market economy. Instead, there should be "civic funds," built on the 
model of individual owners, and parity of effect within corporations be- 
tween capital and labor. 


Ulleten saw another threat against the market economy in the efforts on 
the part of corporations towards larger units. This also leads to in- 
creasing concentration of power--collective erosion which the Liberals 
react to as if it were a red flag. 


It is, however, altogether difficult to see, after so long, any really 
profound revolution in the Liberal Party's general policy after Umea. On 
the other hand, the Liberal Party's ministers have displayed, in a copious 
list of concrete agenda for the short run, policies which if put into 
action could forbode bitter struggles with their colleagues in the govern- 
ment during the coming months. "For us, policy is more important than 
power in the government," the party's godfather declared. “Therefore, 

we will not break our word just to be able to sit in the Government Office 
Building.” 


Meanwhile it is a bit uncertain right now just how long Falldin's two 
bosses will get what they want. It depends to some degree on the result 
of this extraordinary parliament in the next few weeks. As far as this 
particular decision goes, Ullsten's people still don't seem to be having 
an especially difficult time maintaining their policy of opposition. If 
this impression is correct, maybe the "migrant workers" will actually be- 
come established in the government for a little while yet, against their 
colleagues--Bohman foremost, of course. It will be interesting to see 
how the profiles take shape in the Swedish bourgeois camp when the con- 
frontation is over.

TERRORISTS' DEFENSE LAWYER BERNARD RAMBERT PORTRAYLD 
Zurich NEVE ZUERCHER ZEITUNG in German 30 Aug 80 p 23 
[Article by "gg": "Portrait of a Terrorists’ Attorney"] 


[Text] Under a big headline, "We Demand Immediate Suspension of the Arrest 
of Walter Stuerm," a few days ago a campaign of leaflets and advertisements 
was begun which evidently originated in the shop of Zurich lawyer Bernard 
Rambert. His signature can be found under the appeals alongside that of a 
fair number of psychologists, psychoanalysts, physicians, artists and some 
leftwing politicians as well as of a "Committee Against Solitary Imprison- 
ment." Stuerm, of course, is well known as the “escape king." He has a 
sizable record of criminal offenses, and his health, according to Rambert 
and his friends, has suffered as a result of harsh imprisonment. 


Wednesday, the day before yesterday (27 August), the lawyer Rambert was 
arrested, as well as his aunt living in Nyon and his Zurich secretary, 
after house searches by the police in Nyon and Rudolfstetten, where Rambert 
lives, had uncovered a very impressive arsenal of arms and burglar's tools 
and of stolen official forms, Now the interested public is only waiting 
for another advertisement by the above-mentioned group (which now finds 
itself placed in a fairly strange light) entitled "We Demand Immediate 
Suspension of the Arrest of Bernard Rambert." 


Who in fact is this Bernard Rambert? Now 34, the lawyer became widely 
known 5 years ago when--at that time as a member of the Zurich Lawyers 
Collective--he assumed the defense of Petra Krause and consequently dis- 
tinguished himself time and again with petitions and protests against the 
prison conditions of the German-Italian charged with explosive offenses 
and smuggling of arms. Rambert managed to have Petra Krause extradited 
to Italy in the summer of 1977--with the Italian authorities promising to 
surrender her again to the Swiss courts for her criminal trial sche“uled 
to take place in the Canton of Zurich. The chances are that it will be a 
long time yet before this repeatedly postponed trial will take place. In 
the public ado resulting from that strange and also strongly criticized 
extradition, various courts and administrative offices of the confederation 
and of the Canton of Zurich passed the buck long and successfully enough 
to make it virtually impossible to know just who in fact was responsible 
for the extradition decision. 
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The letterhead of an “International Committee for the Defense of Political 
Prisoners in Western Europe” gives the lawyer Rambert as the “representative” 
of the Swise Section=-and, alongside him, among others, as the representa- 
tive of the "PRG Section,” the more than adequately known German terrorists’ 
attorney Crojesant, As 4 member of thie “committee,” Rambert in July 1976 
paid a visit to the German terroriet Andreas Baader in hie special prison 

in Stuttgart St ammhein, 


In the summer of 1978 two well-known members of the German terrorist scene, 
Gabriele Kroecher=Tiedemann and Christian Moeller, who had fired at two 
Swiss border officiale at the Swise-French border, were sentenced to long 
imprisonment by the Jura Court of Assises in Pruntrut, The main counsel 

for the defense of the two terroriete was Bernard Rambert, but shortly 
before the trial, together with two colleagues of the lawyers collective, 

he resigned in protest against what was alleged to be violations of the rights 
of a counsel for the defense. In the trial--in addition to official defense 
attorneys appointed by the court=-another member of the lawyers collective, 
Hane Zweifel, conducted the defense, Because of their demeanor, the Bernese 
Bar Ase ciation disbarred Rambert and Zweifel in the Canton of Bern, but 
thie aci ion, a8 far a8 we know, a8 4 result of 4 complaint lodged with the 
Federal Court, did not take legal effect. 


it ie illuminating to see how Rambert, in the wake of the Pruntrut trial, 
described the priorities of hie defense ettorney's taske in the new-left 
journal POCUS of summer 1978. He estates: “My main interest as counse! 

for the defense consists in revealing what the state is doing, in unmasking 
it, in showing that the alleged constitutional state in fact is no such 
state at all." Rambert's second concern in defending terrorists is to 
enable his client to “assert his political identity at the trial.” Only 
in third place does Rambert mention the defense attorney's function of pro- 
tecting hie client. Under thie aspect he is to try “not only to unmask but 
algo to relieve” the alleged “disastrous prison conditions aiming at anni- 
lation--to achieve isprovements.” 





End of June 1979, Stuer managed to escape from the Regensdor! penitentiary, 
receiving aid from outside whose exact nature has not yet been established. 
Not until 5 gonths later was Stuerm arrested again in Vevey, carrying «4 
loaded weapon and forged papers. Later in January, at 4 press conference 
in Laveanne, Rambert inveighed against Stuere's “solitary confinement.” 
Stuerm is now again in the Regensdorf penitentiary. According to the 
lawyere collective, he has already received a new defense attorney. Rambert 
apparently some time ago ceased to be 4 member of the collective, which 
however, in a statement, has issued a violent protest against the “press 
hullabaloo and particularly the full sentioning of names” [in connection 
with the arrest of Rambert et a1). 


[Editor's note: The owner of the Rambert chalet in Valais, according to 
4 statement by hie lawyer, wante it to be known that, contrary to the is- 
pression created by first reports, the police search of the premises in 
Valais did not uncover any documents or other illegal materials but was 
unsuccessful.)

Oxdemr stated that although the efforts to eliminate the longevity 
payments, which he termed « fore of unemployment insurance, which lies 
behind this bill are not reflected in the draft, the end result would be 
in the direction of doing away with the workers’ tenure and earned 
entitlements.

"The new bill both eliminates the obligation of the employer to pay 
longevity compensation in the event of dismissal and, by turning thie 
obligation over to the government, renders the employer completely free 
to dismiss his employees at will without any type of sanction whatsoever." 


Ieikili said that there is a clear intent to establish an agency to handle 
the funds which are to be used by the government to finance longevity 
compensation, and that it will be evident what dangers are involved in 
having the government assume thie function when one considers that the 
workers’ insurance premium indebtedness has become “a chronic problem."

Murder of a Public Prosecutor 


lt was etated that the kill in hie bed of Tunceli Deputy Prosecutor 
Mustafa Gul on the night of 23-24 December had created great uneasiness 
among al] the regional personnel of the Justice Department.

Moreover, the killer or killere had discharged 7 bullets into a tree in 
front of the house. Wo one in the vicinity, not even the slain man's 
wife and child had heard the sound of a shot. The splinter groupe have 
not been charged with the crime."

SECOND BOSPHORUS BRIDGE CONSTRUCTION TO BEGIN NEXT YEAR 
Ietanbul HURRIYET in Turkish 12 Aug 80 pp 1, 15 


[Text] It has been disclosed that projects covering a second Bosphorus 
suspension bridge, uniting the continents of Europe and Asia, and « 
tunnel crossing which will link up with the rail system will be lLeunched 
in May 1981. The Bosphorus bridge will cost 3 billion lira and the 
tunnel crossing 10 billion. 


Public Works Minister Selahattin Kilic announced that the bridge will 
etretch between Kanlica and Baltalimani while the tunnel crossing will 
extend from a point between Sogutlucesme and Sarayburnu to Yenikapi. 


Second Bosphorus Bridge 


The construction of the second suspension bridge over the Bosphorus te 
to begin in 1981. This bridge, for which project planning is continuing, 
is to be constructed between Kanlica and Baltalimani. The bridge, which 
is expected to cost 3 billion lire will go into service in 1985. 


In a statement made to HURRIYET, Public Works Minister Kilic pointed out 
that the Bosphorus bridge hed gredually reached the point of not being 
able to fill the need and stated that the project for the second bridge 
had been prepared by the Freeman Fuches firm, which had executed the 
first Bosphorus bridge project, and gave the following information: 


“The second suspension bridge will serve to link the projected Northern 
Anatolian Highway to the present-day Asian Highway (bypass). The first 
and second bridges will complement each other and link together ea network 
of roads. 


“Work has begun on a definitive project. The company which p the 
firet bridge project is aleo continuing work on the second one. 


Kilic pointed out that the Kanlice-Baltalimani crossing had been 
selected as the mst suitable location for the second suspension bridge 
over the Bosphorus and stated that the foreign firm had determined upon 
two places for situating the piers for the bridge. 
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Kilie announced that conetruction would begin in May 1981 and that it te 
planned to have the bridge in service within 5 yeare, and he went on to 


aay! 


“Lf the beidge conetruction had been started in 1977 it would have cost, 
together with ite connecting roads, 1.8 billion lira. Because of rising 
prices the bridge will now cost about 3 billion lira. 


“Revenues from the firet bridge will play an important role in the 
financing of the second bridge. 


"There wae 100 million lira in the budget for the second bridge,” Kilic 
eaid, “and 10 daye from now, by decision of the Supreme Planning Comie~ 
sion, a transfer of 150 million lira will be made, and as work continues 
further tranefere will be made.” 


The minieter etated at thie point that the first suspension * had 
been planned for a daily capacity of 120,000 vehicles; that on 1 t 
1977, 103,000 vehicles had crossed, which was approaching the bridge's 
capacity, and he added: 


"The figures indicate that we must put 4 second bridge into operation as 
soon as possible. The daily traffic on some days ogee 5,000 
vehicles. By 1983 its capacity will be pressed. need will be greater 
than capacity. If the second bridge comes into service by 1985 it will 
relieve the pressure on the first bridge.” 


It wae announced that the cornerstone will be laid in 19861 for « tunnel 
project linking the Asian and European continents, and that thie under- 
water tunnel will cost 10 billion lira. 


Public Works Minister Kilic eaid that after the first and second bridges 
a third, underwater, crossing had been planned and that preparations of 
a definitive project was under way. 


Minister Kilic, in a special interview for HURRIYET, gave the following 
information regarding the third crossing between Sogutlucesme and 
Yenikapi: 


“The second Bosphorus bridge has been planned as a suspension bridge. A 
railroad crossing between Asia and Europe is certainly needed. As a 
consequence of increasing commercial activity with the countries of the 
Middle East, the use of rail traffic as the cheapest form of transporta- 
tion will bring great benefits to Turkey. 


“One of Turkey's biggest railroad stations is being constructed in 
Sogutiucesme. The railroad will go underground there and cross to 
Yenikapi through tubes, emerging in the outskirts of Sirkeci and will 
link up with European rail lines.” 
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Ten Billion Lira 


Mindeter Kilic atated that the tube crossing, which will cost 10 billion 
lira, will at the same time be an important arm of the Istanbul metro, 
and went on to say! 


“The Arab countries are preparing quite a number of projects from Turkey 
in order to meet their increasing demand for water, Thie tube crossing 
will provide 4 link up to Burope of the electric train route which will 


extend from Turkey to Baghdad. 


“Por this construction we are looking into the possibilities of credits 
from Saudi Arabia and the World Bank. 


"The tube crossing will later on make it possible for the metro in 
Instanbul to cross over. Metro operates on the Asian continent in the 
vicinity of Sogutlucesme. Thie will provide an opportunity to extend 
metro service as far ae Uskudar on the Asian side of the Bosphorus."

REPRESSION IN KURDISTAN DENOUNCED

/Text/ Prior to martial law, Kurdistan had already been living for years 
under a sort of unending civilian martial law. Gendarmerie and police 
persecution and commando actiona had tyrannized Kurdistan. Under martial 
law, however, thie activity is being pursued with even greater facility 
and lack of restraint. Such ie the desire to prevent the Kurdish people 
from making their voice heard. 


Many examples are experienced every day of the inhuman persecutions and 
crimes committed in Kurdistan by specdally crained police and gendarmerie 
units called commandos. Most of them never even reach the press or the 
public. We give below some recent examples of this persecution. 


Villager in Tutak Killed by Torture 


On 27 July, in Donertas Village in Tutak District, Agri Province, the 
Tutak prosecutor heard that disturbances had broken out among the villagers 
and came to this village with the government doctor and the police ser- 
geant, accompanied by gendarmes. They struck a note of terror, conducting 
a general search and identity check. A man named Aziz Celik, who had come 
from a neighboring village, was beaten because he did not have his identi- 
fication. The sergeant knocked Aziz Celik to the ground and beat him, 
striking him on the head again and again. When he passed out because of 
this, they poured water on him to bring him to. When he did not regain 
coneciousness, the doctor took his pulse and said, “He's not dead; they 
don't die very easily anyway. He's pretending.” The prosecutor gave the 
hurt man a kick and said, “Kurds with their ... religion can't die. Pour 
some more water on him, hit him again, he'll get up. A Kurd dying is the 
same as a fox dying.” They poured water on Aziz and hit him some more, but 
he did not regain consciousness. They left and went to get a drink. 


Aziz did not come to, and the villagers took him to Tutak. They went to 
the bar and told the doctor that Aziz, whom they had beaten, was in bad 
shape and asked him to help. But the doctor paid no attention. Aziz was 
later transferred to Agri and died there. 











The Tutak prosecutor and the other partners in the crime went to get Asis 
from Agri and were going to bury him quietly in Tutak. However, word got 
around and created a great deal of anger and hate. A crowd of almost 2,000 
gathered in front of the police station to protest the killing. During the 
demonstration, slogans were chanted as with a single voice: "Killer prose- 
cutor, Killer 27— Down with colonialiam, Down with rae fean, Down with 


fasciam, Death to / ?_/ = Long live freedom," 
After the demonstration, a crowd of around 500 took the body to the village 
and there he was buried, 


What the Turkish administration did in response to this vile persecution 
and murder, of course, was not to demand an accounting from the murdering 
prosecutor, from the doctor, from the sergeant or from anyone elee. On the 
contrary, a commando unit was sent from Agri to Tutak as punishment for the 
just reaction of the people of Tutak against persecution. The unit be- 
seiged Tutak, created terror under the pretext of an armed search and sub- 
jected the people to torture and insult. In a demonstration held in the 
town after the search, slogans like “Everything for the Turk" were heard 
and racist songs were sung. 


How Was Siverek Searched’? 


Some time ago, the newspapers reported that a house-to-house search was 
conducted in Siverek, and, in fact, it was. 


The conflict between the APO'ists and M. Celal Bucak and his supporters 
which came to a head in Siverek in August soon resulted in the death of 35 
pecple, 45 injured and 10 missing. The incidents created a stir in the 
press, speech after speech was drawn out over the length and breadth of 

the nation and the whole reactionary gang including Mr Demirel and his 
cohorts had AYDINLIK, che Maoist newspaper in service to imperialism, write 
up the APO'ists in headlines. The interior minister went to Siverek, Chief 
of Staff Evren went running there, too, and threatening speech followed 
threatening speech. And for the so-called struggle with terrorism in 
Siverek and to ensure the peace (!), Siverek was beseiged by a commando- 
gendarmerie force 4,000 strong, helicopters and armored vehicles; and homes 
and all places were “searched piece by piece.” 


During this search, of course, as in all other searches, the people were 
mistreated and insulted. The soldiers kept up a constant flow of insults 
such as “Hey, you dirty Kurds, so you're going to establish a state, are 
you? Hey, which one is going to help you, Russia or America? Your 
Barzani fought in Iraq for 15 years. What happened to him? We'll show 
you!" 


As for the “piece by piece search," they were rather resourceful here, 
too: A bagful of guns was confiscated at the home of a sheik -- 6 G-l's 
and a bunch of 9's. But for some reason, this matter was hushed up! The 

















captain and the others who conducted the search are said to have put a 
pretty sizeable amount of money in their pockets, Perhapa the sheik had 
another sort of atate job, too. In short, the gune were hushed up and the 
sheik was comfortable in his home. On the other hand, about 20 poor 
people were slapped in jail for possession of arma. The soldiers kept 
their eyes peeled for other things, too. Gold, valuable objects, coins, 
clocks and table lighters disappeared from many homes. Thus these commando 
searches had at the same time something of a looting function. 


Of course, this did not bring an end to the terroriam in Siverek. The 
primary purpose of this search, as of the others, was to intimidate the 
Kurdish people anyway, because if the peace is disturbed, if there is 
terroriem, it is primarily thanks to the respected "security forces." They 
are the ones who for years have created tribal conflicts in Kurdistan, have 
set the people at each other's throats, and have stood by and watched the 
tribal quarrels and blood feuds. Thus it is they who have used the Kurds. 


In any case, the landlords have fed the gangsters in Siverek for years, as 
they have in many other places in Kurdistan, allowing them to commit crimes, 
to kill the poor and needy to intimidate the people and extracting tribute. 
The very respected "security forces" had never even raised an eyebrow over 
all this. But now political motives have become involved, and Demirel and 
his militaristic gang are building a “separatist” literature. It is neces- 
sary to demonstrate the power of the state... To whom? Why, to the poor 
Kurdish people, of course. 


Actually, the APO'ists are only being used as a tool in this terrorism bus- 
iness. Obviously, the liberation of the Kurdish peasant and the working 
Kurdish people cannot come about with this sort of individual terrorism 
and tribal clashes taking place. But the powers of darkness stir up 
terrorism and provoke anarchy on one hand while on the other they use the 
APO'ists stunts as a pretext to create the atmosphere for attacks on the 
Kurdish people and the real revolutionary forces. 


Police Shoot Police in Hakkari 


After the proclamation of martial law, the police in Hakkari became inspired. 
With the gendarmerie patrolling the streets, they would get drunk and 
stroll the streets, shouting insults at the Kurdish people to their heart's 
desire. This became a game for them, a sport. 


Recently, a policeman, entertaining himself thus by spewing curses at the 
Kurdish people in the town square could not stand it that another police- 
man beside him was a Kurd, so he drew his pistol and shot at him, forcing 
him to the gound. The incident had the effect of a bomb exploding in 
Hakkari, bur it was kept out of the press. The patriotic policeman, mean- 
while, was suvjected to brutal torture at the police station, and was 
arrested. 
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in the meantime, several other policemen, who were Police Association mem- 
bers and had been sent to Hakkari, were beaten even worse by the fascist 
police. 


In Bingol: "Sell Your Wives and Buy Gune" 


Martial law, commando and police persecution is also continuing apace in 
the Bingol Province of Kurdistan. Martial law prisons and torture cham- 
bers are filled with men, peasants and intellectuals from among the peo- 
ple. 


On 1 August 1979, supposedly to catch convicts, a gendarmerie unit 300 
strong commanded by Captain Durmus Kivrakin raided Gokdere(Miyelan) Sub- 
district and seven surrounding villages. The gendarmerie beat all the peo- 
ple in these villages, man, woman or child, young or old. "Godless dirty 
Kurds, we'll wipe you out," they said. They made the people walk about on 
their bare feet. Soldiers made peasants carry them on their backs. 


"Either find the convicts or we'll take in the lot of you," they said. 


When one peasant said that the outlaws had not been to the village for a 
long time, that they were armed and it was hard for them to catch them, the 
captain shouted: 


"I don't care what you do; sell your wives and buy a gun, but bring me 
those outlaws!" 


The assassination of the fascist Nationalist Action Party mayor of Bingol 
on 12 August brought a new wave of terror on the people. Because of this 
incident, Gokdere and the villages were raided, 24 villagers were arrested 
and badly tortured. The villagers were too frightened even to go to the 
doctor for news. Even those who went to find out why their relatives had 
been arrested were arrested themselves. 





Massacre in Islahiye 


For decades, the poor Kurdish laborers have risked their lives in the mine 
fields along the southern border trying to make a living, being blown to 
bits or crippled by exploding mines or dying by gendarmerie bullets. They 
are usually the pack animals, working for the landlords, the smuggling 
barons. Carrying 60-70 kilograms on their backs, they cross from one side 
of the border to the other. Having no land, no jobs, this is how they fill 
their stomachs. 


body says anything to the smuggling chiefs, the big "businessmen" who are 
nd the guns and the heroin; they go untouched. They even have a finger 
che state level and in the governments. For example, Yahya, nephew of 
vouirel, that famous representative of the profiteers in politics, took 
his foreign exchange black market to Switzerland. But he, and those like 








him, are rich and influential people. When you say "smuggling," it mess 
those poor pack animals who risk their lives crossing the border. 


One of those gendarmerie officers making quick millions on the border was 
Major Abdullah Demiral of the I[slahiye mobile gendarmerie command. This 
major had an agreement with the smuggling chiefs and collected huge bribes 
from those crossing the border. Word of the busjness he was running soon 
got around, complaints were made at the top and many files were opened on 
him, supposedly. But the major kept on with his business. Then, not long 
ago, this major set up a diabolical device designed to show that the 
complaints against him were groundless (!) and to clear (!) himself. He 
got word to the villages by the gendarmes under him that all the back- 
packers who wanted to could come and cross the border. Knowing that the 
major did this sort of thing for money, the poor peasants welcomed the 
news, and on the appointed day, they gathered and marched off to take 
advantage of this. But as soon as this line of hundreds of people reached 
the border, they were fired upon from all directions, without even first 
receiving a warning. Some fell where they were, some took refuge in the 
bushes. The bushes were set on fire. The packers had no guns. Some of 
them gave their lives as the target of bullets, others perished by fire in 
the bushes.

/Text/ The imperialists and the capitalists have advanced a policy of 
assimilation and continuously denying the existence of oppressed and down- 
trodden people in order to keep the opposition of the people under control 
or to keep a tighter rein on thier interests. In putting this policy into 
practice, they have also used the method of taking advantage of religious 
or sectarian differences in order to conceal national and ethnic conflicts 
or to create artificial conflicts among the people. 


Taking advantage of the religious and sectarian differences among the peo- 
ple, the reactionaries have applied a policy of embattling the people 
against the Assyrian, Armenian, Turko and Kurdish peoples. Their purpose 
being to crush national and ethnic opposition, the colonialists have 
fanned the flames of religious differences in an effort to create enmity 


among the peoples. 


The Assyrians, one of the peoples living under the policy of annihilation, 
have begun in recent years to present their case to European public opin- 
ion. They are one of the oldest peoples of the Middle East but, as a 
result of oppressionist policy, live today in various regions of the Middle 
East and the world. Reactionary policies against these people in the 
Middle East have been to Turkicize or Arabize them, accepting them as 
"Syriac Turks” or “Christian Arabs," in short, a religious group. Occas- 
ional revolts by the Assyrian people against this oppression and assimi- 
lation have been put down with bloody massacres. The effects of the 1914 
and 1933 massacres have not been erased to the present. 


The policy to obliterate the Assyrians, propagandizing them as a "Christian 
denomination," has today turned to more subtle methods. It was hoped that 
they could be deprived of the least democratic rights and that world public 
opinion would be deceived in the name of “religion, freedom of belief." 

To recognize the Assyrian people, who take their place within the war for 
Democracy, Independence and Socialism of the Kurdistan peoples, only as 
"Christian" or "Syriac" is an error that certain circles have fallen into. 
These errors, made knowingly or unknowingly, were to assist in sharpening 
the artificial conflicts it was hoped to create among the people.

/Text/ The flames of local reactionism and tribaliem are being fanned in 
one way or another almost everywhere in Kurdistan. The colonialists, 
unable to inhibit the Revolutionary-Democratic movement developing in 
Kurdistan or to get any kind of foothold in Kurdistan with their wild 
fascist dogs, are using different guises to weaken our struggle. The 
firet method they chose was to set the tribes at each other's throats. 
They failed dismally. What happened was, groups came in which used the 
people's sympathy and respect for the revolutionaries and their movement 
and, uncertain as to what it was but known by the masses where it came 
from, interestingly, attacked without mercy the people who called them- 
selves patriots, progressives and socialists. And that is where the 
trouble began. They showed tribal calshes here and there as “revolu- 
tionary" struggle. 


Tribal disputes in the villages of Kobin (Besiri), which is a part of Kurd- 
istan, were as always vehicles for oppression and exploitation of the vil- 
lagers. The villagers were badly hurt by these clashes. 


The Revolutionary Democrats talked with residents of Kelhok (Kuscukurw), 
one of the villages targeted by this oppression, and learned their problems 
and attitudes vis-a-vis events. They have long had close relations with 
the villagers and supported their actions with all their strength. The 
Revolutionary Democrats established relations with almost all the villages, 
not just the residents of Kelhok, and clarified their problems. You will 
find below an interview with the Kelhok villagers by the Revolutionary 
Democrats. We publish this interview in order to give information about 
them because we believe it will be of value. 


Revolutionary Democrats: How long has this person you call the landlord 
been pressuring you and taking your property? 


Villager: Since the December elections. 


Question: Why do you give him your money and guns? 
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Anewer: If we didn't, he would ruin ue and expel us from the village. 
Question: Why didn't you get in touch with the revolutionaries before? 


Anawer: There are revolutionaries in our village. They were always talk- 
ing to ue but we didn't believe them. 


Question: What do you think of them now! 

Anewer: With this latest incident in our village, t..e revolutionaries in 
the village took the problem to the Revolutionary Democrats in Besiri. 
Revolutionary Democrats came to our village and stayed for a week. They 


gave us much confidence. And we believe that we should trust them a lot 
more after this. 


Question: This person (the landlord) went to Germany and took thousands of 
marke from your relatives there. Why did they give this money? 


Anewer: Our relatives in Germany gave the money for us. If they had not, 
we would have been beaten and put under worse pressure here by the land- 
lord. 


Question: At Bayram, some people from your village went to the landlord's 
celebration. 


Answer: Some in our village are afraid of the landlord. And the landlord 
is trying to divide our village. 


Question: How many people in the village support the landlord? 
Answer: Two or three. 
Question: What do you say to them? How are your relations? 


Anewer: We have good relations with them right now. We told them they 
could trust the revolutionaries. 


Question: What is your attitude going to be after this? 
Anewer: We will no Longer give in to the landlord. 


Question: What did you say to your relatives in Germany about the Revo- 
lutionary Democrats? 


Answer: We did not say anything, but they heard that the revolutionaries 
had come to us. 


Question: Whom did you vote for in the elections? 














Anawer: in the elections, the Justice Party got 54 votes, the Revolu- 
tionary Democrats 45. All the problema came out in the elections. 


Questions: What do you think about the Revolutionary Democrats now? 


Anewer: I said before, we have complete faith in the Revolutionary Demo- 
crate. We will do everything we can for them,

PLIGHT OF KURDISH PRISONERS IN DIYARBAKIR DESCRIBED 
Spanga ARMANC in Turkish Dec 79 p 12 
/Statement issued by Diyarbakir Martial Law Prisoners/ 


/Text/ The crisis of the Turkish ruling classes in Turkey and Kurdistan 
grows deeper every day, in parallel with the deepening crisis of imperi- 
alism and its functionaries throughout the world. The economic and politi- 
cal crisis is intensifying and the Turkish ruling circles are pushing the 
pressure and persecution to the limit in every phase of life in order to 

get out of the crisis into which they have fallen and to put down the strug- 
gle for Liberation mounted by the Turkish and Kurdistan peoples. The pres- 
sure and persecution continuously applied to us prisoners is a part of the 
brutal exploitation and persecution of our people, the working class first 
of all, and is becoming intolerable. 


For those who know of the unbearable living conditions to which the Turkish 
and Kurdistan peoples are subjected under the historically despotic and 
militaristic character of the Turkish ruling classes and the animalistic 
torture and persecution which this state has long employed against pri- 
soners, it is not hard to guess at the conditions under which we prisoners 
are living. Suffice it to recall the revolutionaries who have been killed 
and maimed in the Diyarbakir torture chambers. 


However, now when the Turkish and Kurdish peoples are mounting the struggle 
for national and ethnic liberation with daily-growing determination and 
courage, the Turkish ruling classes are becoming even more depraved and 
increasing the dose of material and moral torture they give to us prison- 
ers. 


As known by the public, everybody who lands in jail or is detained by mar- 
tial law for whatever reason is subjected to days of intensive torture and 
pressure, is charged with various crimes whether he committed them or not 
and is blindfolded and made to sign a "statement" usually without knowing 
its contents. Although the legal period of detention is 15 days, this 
period is often extended arbitrarily, and most prisoners, after weeks and 
months of torture, are taken to a so-called court and the pressure and per- 
secution goes on, only changed now in form. 
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Discussions with our visitors and lawyers is restricted and prohibited. 
Since we are not allowed to speak Kurdish in the S-minute, once-weekly 
meetings, communication with our relatives who do not know Turkish is ef- 
fectively prevented. Food is scant and unhealthy. Those who require 
special diets for health reasons are not allowed to get meals or food from 
outside because it is too much. The prices of things we are forced to buy 
from the military snack bar are two to three times higher than normal, 


We are not allowed to take a bath except for 10 minutes once a week or 
maybe biweekly. Since there is no way to heat water inside, we have to 
take baths and wash our clothes in cold water. Under these conditions, we 
cannot prevent lice despite all efforts. Our sick comrades are not taken 
to the hospital, and the doctor does not even go to the hospital. Inmates 
who go to the doctor with a thousand complaints are not treated properly 
and it is impossible to buy the prescriptions he writes. A comrade of ours 
named Hasan ... was taken to the hospital only after suffering stomach 
hemorraging, despite our earlier efforts to get him to the hospital and 
though he spent almost a month in the hospital, he has not recovered. Head- 
aches, abdominal distress and diarrhea are now accepted as normal, daily 
things not requiring hospitalization. 


Our daily exercise periods of 45 minutes morning and evening are arbi- 
trarily cut short almost every day, torture is renewed upon the slightest 
provocation and we are threatened with solitary. When the weather is cold, 
since there are no stoves and only one blanket is issued, most of us shiver 
and get sick even though we sleep in our clothes. Just as none of us is 
safe under these conditions, the National Intelligence Organization or the 
prison administration pulls in whichever of us it wants to for further 
questioning or torture for other reasons. In short, certain facts which we 
have summarized are a part of the growing oppression of our Turkish and 
Kurdistan people in general and an indication of the extent of the policy 
of brutal torture, persecution and annihilation applied against us pri- 
soners in parallel with it. 


We call the entire Turkish and Kurdistan democratic public opinion to the 
struggle to put an end to the arbitrary arrest, torture and pressures 
with prison conditions kept at the minimum level necessary for human sur- 
vival.

in our time, the comprador commercial bourgeoisie and the landlords have a 
tight alliance with the colonialists in the subjugation of Kurdistan and 
forcing the Kurdistan people to Live surrounded by heavy oppression and 
persecution. This alliance goes so far as to drive workers from the fac- 
tory and peasants from the land, forcing them to migrate westward and live 
in poverty in squatters’ huts. 


In short, every sector of society is groaning under severe conditions. The 
Kurdistan people in general are deprived of social services, health re- 
sources, infrastructure facilities and the natural requirements of life. 
Seventy percent of the people are uneducated. And existing education is of 
a racist-chauvinistic nature, completely foreign to the people, in conflict 
with their values and intended to produce self-alienation. 
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Nu Matter where we look in Kurdistan today, we are conlronted by colonia 
lietic opreseion and practices, Commando and gendarmerie pressure is 
infileted on the people full force, Bapecially since part of Turkey was put 
uider martial law, they have been subjected to heavier repression. The 
slightest democratic demands of the people are met with violence, people 
are arrested en masse and subjected to torture, A great clamor of anti- 
comuniem and “separation” is being raise’, laying the groundwork for new 
oppression and methode of Latimidation, 





The forces of democracy have not ensured aeong themselves the durable unity 
of force and action for which the people »earn despite the fascist agres- 
sions of the increasing domination of (he colonialist bourgeoisie and the 
continuing oppression by the bourgeois and feudal forces and the big land- 
lords, Most of the time, the struggles are conducted independently of one 
another, This situation ie the reason why the total movement ia etill 
harboring in great weaknesses. We are living in a time when it is neces- 
warty to ensure without delay a durable unity of force and action with the 
broadest possible base among the socialist, progressive, patriotic and 
democratic forces which have taken on in one degree or another this strug- 
gle to realize the unity of the people and more masse participation, to 
sharpen the determination of the etruggle and to solidify the belief in 
liberation.

/Excerpts/ Despite the continued increase in coloni- 
alist oppression and violent persecution, the Kurdish 
revolutionaries and patriots are not turning back from 
the struggle for a moment. Despite all difficulties, 
they are advancing the struggle and making a concen- 
trated effort to develop it. 


We present below for our readers the texte of three 
bulletins published by the Kurdish revolutionaries in 
Turkey. 


The firet of the bulletins has to do with events in 
Siverek. The Kurdish revolutionaries, in a concerted 
struggle to protect the poor, oppressed people from the 
wickedness of the state and the landlords and negate 
their provocations, are trying co keep the people and 
the public informed of developments ‘rom time to time as 
opportunity permite. 


The bulletin is important from the standpoint of both 
obtaining information on developments and el‘minat ing 
miesunderstandings and deliberate distortions. 


The third bulletin was written on the anniversary of 
the death of Ali Karabas, who was killed by agents in 
Cermik in Northern Kurdistan on 5 November 1977. 


Martyrs died in Siverek while the state and the landlords protected their 
own from the attacks and persecution. 
They were from the ranks of the oppressed working people. 








They were believers, They were brave. They died. 
They were fighting for a free, unsubjugated society. 
They were fighting for a free, unsubjugated Kurdistan. 
Their fight will go on; they will not be forgotten. 


Notice to Our People on the Situation in Siverek 


Workers, peasants, 
All patriotic, socialist forces, 


Suffering blow after blow by the proletarian etruggles in the Par Bast, in 
Africa and in Latin —5 the imperialist-colonialist systema are 
falling deeper and to crisis. The imperialist bourgeoisie and 
international RAZ which are losing their colonies and gradually 
beginning to withdraw into their dens, devise new strategies every day to 
divide and destroy the national liberation struggles of the proletariat 
and the proletarian revolutionary movements. But every new ploy they 
devise merely serves to show up the imperialistic bourgeoisie and the 
ruling classes of the nations dependent on collaborators with the imperi- 
alistic bourgeoisie and to bring their dirty, aggressive, exploitative 
faces into the open. 


All proletarian masses, the people of Kurdistan and proletarians from 
other peoples, though not strongly organized, are raising high the banner 
of struggle against the colonialistic, racist, chauvinistic pressures on 
the Kurdish nation and other peoples which are crushed under the exploi- 
tation of the collaborationist, monopolistic bourgeoisie; every day they 
lose one of their brave patriots, revolutionaries and socialists to the 
cause of keeping and strengthening the democratic gains made and of making 
new democratic gains. The struggle developing in all areas of Turkey and 
Kurdistan against exploitation, oppression, torture, colonialism, raciem 
and chauvinism is proceeding at a different level in Siverek. The struggle 
being conducted in Siverek is a part of the struggle of the Kurdistan peo- 
ple. It cannot be appraised independently of that. Every loss in Siverek 
is a loss by the Kurdistan people. And every gain will be a gain by the 
Kurdistan people. It is necessary to put the problem in this framework. 
Those who do not wish to see the problem in this light are the ones who 
have stood by, watching the months of chaos in Siverek, the massacres, 

the raids and the breaking up of family units. , 


Yes, the struggle goes on in Siverek, as in all areas of Kurdistan. This 
struggle is taking place in great chaos. The field is open to provoca- 
tions of every kind and the status of the adventurers who objectively help 
carry out the provocations is obvious. 


The adventurous reactionary trend which fails to put the position of the 
colonialists in Siverek and their collaborationist Landlords and comprador 
bourgeoisie properly iu the framework of the rules of science in the strug- 
gie, which cannot analyze the subjective conditions of the revolution and 
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which have ne serious political effort in the Siverek arena has started a 
war for which the masses and even they themselves were not ready (adven- 
turiat trends never have and never will be ready at any time, at any 
place). The proletarian revolutionaries and some patriotic elements who 
understand the situation have tried to instill a proper understanding of 
these developments in Siverek and are continuing to do so today, 


Our struggle continues, in order: 


— To protect the people and revolutionary forces, figuring that the col- 
ontalists and their collaborators would begin attacks on the people and 
revolutionaries after the landlord, rapist and gangster organizer Mehmet 
Hucak was hurt (which they did immediately), 





-=To expose and alleviate the inhuman practices of the colonialiste and 
their collaborators, 


-=To show the masses the true target (because the problem has been brought 
to the point by the adventurist trend such that the collaborationists, 
especially Mehmet Bucak and his friends alone are being shown to the pro- 
letarian masses as the target and the trend has taken hold among the peo- 
ple to the extent that from time to time “aseietance” is requested from the 
militaristic forces, 


-=To expose the adventurist trend which has made it a form of strategy to 
take advantage of artificial conflicts, intertribal conflicts and the 
struggle among the ruling classes. 


In this struggle of ours, many elements from the people, many revolu- 
tionaries and patriotic friends have been surdered by the colonialists 

and their collaborators. Comrades Esat Yildirim and Mustafa Gurbet who 
were killed not long ago were not the first patriots to be killed, nor will 
they be the last. Comrade Zubeyir Mizrak and five patriots in Axsun Vil- 
lage died cruelly before them. 


They loved life and they were killed in the struggle they had joined to 
build a new world.

The history of all societies since the collapse of primitive collective 
land tenure ie the history of clase struggle, the history of struggle 
between the exploiter-oppressor and those who are exploited and oppressed. 
The history of this etruggle is sometimes between slaves and slave owners, 
between serfs bound to the soil and their feudal lords, between the bour- 
geoisie and feudaliem, between the proletariat and the bourgeoisie, but 
most of the time it ie the struggle of the proletariat against the invading 
colontalistic ruling classes which wish to cononize them, as today it is 
the proletariat in the colonies against the colonialistic ruling classes 
and their collaborators. And in the struggles engaged throughout the world 
against imperialiem-colonialism, fasciem and every sort of reactioniem, in 
short, the struggle of the revolutionary class and forces against the 
counterrevolutionary clase and forces, thie history still continues relent- 
leasly in favor of the former. 


in every period of the history of class struggles, the exploitative ruling 
classes have attempted to facilitate their exploitation by engaging a 
specific sector of the society they wish to exploit as functionaries in 
return for specific advantages. The colonialists systemize this even 
further, and in the nations they enter to colonize, break the back of the 
resistance of local ruling classes who once spearheaded the reisitance 
against them, “developing” warped capitalistic relationships in the nation 
they enter in the process, and at the same time give the local ruling 
classes a stake in the existing exploitation, making them into counter- 
revolutionary classes totally in favor of continuing colonialistic re- 
lations. The local ruling classes then conform without much difficulty to 
the new situation vis-a-vis economic de :erminisn. 


Thus, in our time, in addition to these local ruling classes “who defuse 
the revolutionary zeal" and take their place beside the colonialists, the 
colonialists use all their resources to create a stratum in society edu- 
cated in their own ideology and culture in order to solidify their hold 
over the nation, and usually they succeed. This educated stratum, 
equipped with the false values of the colonial ruling classes, comes and 
goes in the form of functionaries foreign to their own nation, who can be 
satisfied with crumbs, and become such traitors as to be able to shoot at 
their people. 











in the course of the colonigation of our nation, the Turkish colonialists 
have brought the Kurdish ruling classes in Northern Kurdistan to a atate of 
total collaboration by giving them a stake in the spoils, And it has not 
been very hard for them to conform, considering the social benefits. The 
Turkish colonizers, as a result of the assimilation=by-force policy which 
they have pursued for years in order to have the colonies in Northern 
Kurdistan under better guarantee and to “eliminate” the possibility of 
resistance by the Kurdish people, have created an educated clase which, in 
exchange for a few crumbs, considers ite history Turkish history, ite lang 
uage Turkish, ite land an indivisible part of the Turkish Republic and so 
forth; in short, which considers everything about the Kurdish nation 
Turkish, 


And they «= these educated ones — may each have been happy to be an enemy 
of revolution, a “retainer,” in exchange for a professional career, an 
official position or sometimes a run-of-the-mill civil service job. 


So our comrade Ali Karabas was killed in Cermik on 5 November 1977, at a 
time when he was trying to help the struggle for a national democratic 
revolution for socialism in Kurdistan, by an anticommunist, anti-Kurdish, 
retired Post, Telegraph and Telephone collaborationist functionary who is 
the brother of a former Justice Party district chairman. 


Comrade Ali, with his struggle and death, struck a blow to the quick of the 
colontaliste and their collaborators: The assimilation schools -- the 
regional boarding schoois -- which the colonialists opened in order to 
Turkicize Kurdish children while they were young, are no longer effective. 
Ali went to the Cermik regional boarding school. But socialism had now 
come to Kurdistan. The national democratic struggle had grown in Kurdistan 
And Ali and many Ali's who had studied at the regional boarding school were 
able to join the struggle and give their lives with a smile in this way. 


This is not the only meaning of the death of our comrade, Ali. Proletarian 
revolutionaries also know that the slaying of one of our comrades is 
basically no different than the massacre of thousands of militants slain 

by antirevolutionaries in Vietnam, in Mozambique, in Guinea, in Angola, 
Latin America and Palestine. Class struggle, class enmity and antisoci- 
aliem lies behind all their deaths. 


Proletarian revolutionaries also know that Comrade Ali and the tens and 
hundreds like him who fall in the cause are the sacrifice of the Kurdistan 
people to Liberation and to victory, exactly like the revolutionary mili- 
tants shot by Khomeyni's zealots in Kurdistan as it is today and hung on 
the gallows by the Ba'athist zealots in Southern Kurdistan. 


And these sacrifices -- our sacrifices -- will be the shoulders on which 
we stand to mount the struggle for national democratic revolution in 
Kurdistan. 
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The people of Kurdistan will not forget Ali Karabas, nor any of the sacri- 
fices made on behalf of victory in thie atrugele. 


Militants who fall in the revolutionary struggle are our honor! 
Down with colontaliate and collaborationiat traitore!

An important duty of the committee, in which the Nor- 
wegian Kurdish Labor Association is actively involved, 
will be to inform Norwegian public opinion about the 
Kurdish people (language, history, culture and strug- 
gle. 


We publish below the committee's founding notice. 
Founding Notice of the Committee for Solidarity with the Kurds: 


Following the overthrow of the Shah of Iran, many expected great democratic 
reforms. The Kurds were among them. The Kurds, one of the largest peoples 
of the Middle East, had their own nation and were struggling to be free. 
This seemed to be the case when Khomeyni came to power. At first, certain 
changes had been made that were different from the time of the shah. As 

is known, the Kurds had their own regions under control; the region once 
run by Iran. But Khomeyni immediately changed his political position and 
turned back on the Kurds, using military troops to force them from their 
lands and villages and carrying out cruel massacres and arrests. This 
tyranny drew the attention of the entire world, and as the oppression grew, 
so did support for the Kurds. 


Bearing this in mind, the committee for solidarity with the Kurds was 
established on 2 October 1979 on the initiative of the Kurdish Labor Assoc- 
iation in Oslo. 


The committee was established on the basis of individual membership, inde- 
pendent of political parties. Its most important task is to support the 
right of the Kurds to determine their own destiny. We oppose the nassacre, 
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oppression and occupation of the people; we oppose the five enemies of the 
Kurdish people: tran, Turkey, Syria, Iraq and imperialiam, 


The committee has met to adopt the following pointe as ite platform: 
1. The right of the Kurds to determine their own destiny. 


2. To support the struggle of the Kurdish people against colonialist 
Turkey, Iraq, Iran, Syria and imperialion, 


‘. To support the Lranian Kurdistan Democratic Party, the Kurdistan Revo- 
lutionary Proletarians Organization, the Kurdistan sector of the Peoples’ 
Fedayeen and all organizations engaged in the struggle for national Liber- 
ation in Kurdistan. 


4. The committee does not distinguish between the Kurdish national movement 
and the struggle of other minori:y peoples in the region and supports the 
right of all of them to determine their national destinies. 


5. Freedom to all political prisoners. 


6. To defend the rights of the Kurds in Norway. To defend their problems 
with political asylum, jobs and housing. 


The Solidarity Committee will work closely with the Kurdish Labor Associ- 
ation and will cooperate with other solidarity associations here and 
abroad. 


At the founding meeting, the executive board decided to hold another meet- 
ing on the subject of Kurdistan and it was announced that a special feature 
would be distribution of a report from [Iranian Kurdistan. 


We invite all who support the Kurdish people to join the Solidarity Commit- 
tee and to join actively in solidarity in Norway.

We live thousands of kilometers away from our country Kurdistan. But our 
heads and our hearts are filled with the echoes of the national and class 
conflict of our people. We see how some people who come from the regions 
left behind by the world and settle in Western nations become strangers to 
their own world and are introduced into a situation lacking individuality. 
We also recognize the fact that some are educated to be members of collab- 
orationist forces in their own country and for employment in the areas 
required by imperialism and colonialism. Socialists and patriots who fall 
outside these two categories have an obligation to take advantage for the 
benefit of their nation of the opportunities offered them (education, etc.) 
within close-knit relationships with their nation and their people. Can we 
manage this duty which falls to each of us individually in a climate where 
imperialistic and colonialistic culture and ideol surround us on all 
sides? We are not opposed to the debate /omitted/ and from our country. 
However, we do oppose the replacement of analyses concerned with our coun- 
try and our society with these analyses. We are deeply pained by our lack 
of a climate for democratic debate at a time when unity is most needed and 
by the failure of a cohesive leadership yet to be created. 
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This being the case, we have tasks to do abroad in parallel with the
